AS MOTHER BALKS 
EXTORTION PLO! 


‘Lone Thug Outwitted by 


Banker’s Wife. Follow- 
ing Threat To Kill 
Daughter, 11. 


KANSAS CITY. Feb. 
Thwarted in an attempt to extort 
$15,000 from R. Crosby Kemper, 
president of the City Bank & Trust 
Co., under threat of. killing his 11- 
year-old daughter, an armed man shot 
and fatally wounded himself at the 
banker's home here late today. 

In a room 
dying after police had rescued the 
threatened child, Sally Ann Kemper, 
officers found a hastily scribbled note 
which read: “Good-by, mother, I 
can't stand to see you hungry.” 

The man who attempted to execute 
the daring plot single-handed was 
identified by police fingerprint § ex- 
perts as W. K. Lattin, or William 
Layton, who had been arrested at 
Hutchinson, Kan., on a charge of 
transporting liquor in January, 1931. 


The demand for money was made 
to Mrs. Kemper, who entered her 
home after Lattin had foréed his way

CONTROL FEATURE 


All But Wheat and Cot- 
ton Eliminated From Al- 
lotment Bill-in Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—())— 
Pruned and trimmed until it bore only 
slight resemblance to its former bulky 
self,-the domestic allotment plan for 
farm relief emerged from a committee 
room today and headed toward the 
senate floor. 

The measure, passed by the house 
on January 12, had been shorn, among 


other things, of provisions for acreage 
control, described by farm organiza- 
tion leaders as vital. 

It still retained, however, the same 
fundamental principle—a tax on the 
“processor” in order to pay the farmer 
a bounty on the share of his goods 
consumed in this country, but it ap- 
plied to only two commodities—wheat 
and cotton. 

Out went all provisions for applying 
the benefits of the measure to the pro- 
ducers of hogs. tobacco, dairy prod- 
ucts, rice and peanuts. 

Even more drastic was the outright 
elimination of the entire section re- 
quiring that farmers reduce their pro- 
duction by 20 per cent in order to 
qualify for the benefit payments pro- 
vided. 

This section has been described as 
the heart of the bill by President Ed- 
ward A. O’Neal, of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation and other 
agricultural leaders who backed the 
bill but have objected vigorously to 
the sweeping revisions made in the 
senate committee room. 

The action today carried it to the 
senate calendar where its legislative 
future is sur:ounded by hazard. A 
Hoover veto. of the measure—if it 
should pass—has been predicted in in- 
formed quarters. 

Two other major farm relief pro- 
posals already have been favorably 
reported to the senate and at least 
one will probably be given preference 
over the allotment bill. This is the

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—(4)—The 
report of the national transportation 
committee, diagnosing the ills and 
prescribing cures for the entire trans- 
portation industry of t!- country, was 
carefully studied today by leaders in 
that industry, several of whom said 


they liked its general conclusions. 


A number of railroad men, invest- 
ment bankers, savings bankers and 
others appeared in general agreement 
that the task had been handled in 
fairness to all parties figuring in the 
highly competitive transportation field. 

Most railroad men, including Daniel

& Ohio, excused themselves from a 
formal statement, explaining that they 
had just received copies of the report.

GETS MORE POWER 


Three Bills Given Ap- 
proval; Talmadge’s In- 
dorsement Expected. 


Three bills broadening the powers 
of the board of regents were given 
final legislative approval Wednesday 
and are now ready for the signature 
of Governor Eugene Talmadge. The 
bills, which originated in the senate, 
were approved by the house Wednes- 
day. 

The first of the measures, all of 
which were authored by Senators 
Fetzer, of Guyton; Lester, of Augus- 
ta, and others, provides that the ap- 
propriation for the regents be made in 
a lump sum to be expended as the 
board sees fit. That Gcvernor Tal- 
madge will approve this measure ap- 
pears certain, as in his budget mes- 
sage and the appropriation bill he 
recommended to the legislature he pro- 
vided for ® lumn sum appropriation to 
the regents. 

The splendid record of the regents 
during 1932. when the board saved 
more than $500,000 on its appropria- 
tion, prompted the legislature to ap- 
prove the lump sum _ appropriation 
plan. 

The second bill authorizes the re- 
gents ;to consolidate, suspend or dis- 
continue schools or departments, in- 
augurate or discontinue courses or to 
add or to abolish degrees. Also the 
regents may readjust the bugets of 
the institutions under their control. 


The third bill provides that the re- 
gents may change their fiscal year to 
conform with the school year instead 
of the calendar year. 

After the bills had been approved 
Philip Weltner, of Atlanta, vice chair- 
man of the board, and Earl Cocke, 
secretary, appeared before the house 
committee on appropriations and spoke 
against the proposed $1,000,000 ap- 
propriation for the board. The regents 
received $1,900,000 during 1932. 

Mr. Weltner said that the board 
could not operate all of its institutions 
on such an appropriation, pointing out 
that the State Medical College at Au- 
gusta would be among those that could 
not be operated. Other schools could 
be operated only on a part-time basis, 
it was said. 

Chairman W. W. Mundy, of the 
conmnittee, said that it had been re- 
ported to him that the $1,000,000 ap- 
propriation would insure full time op- 
eration of only the state university, 
the College of Agriculture and the 
State Teachers’ College at Athens, 
Georgia Tech in Atlanta, the State 
College for Women at MillcZ eville 
and the South Georgia Teachers’ Col- 
lege at Statesboro. 

Mrs. Boyce Ficklin Jr., secretary 
to the board of control, also appeared 
before the committee Wednesday and 
said she did not believe the board 
could operate its institutions on the 
on proposed in the appropfiations 
bill. 

The committee will continue its 
hearings on these and other appropria- 


tions, study the bill and make its de- 
cisions in executive session later.

The eight- 
eenth article of amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States is here- 
by repealed. 

“Section 2. The transportation or 
importation into any state, territory, 
or possession of the United States for 
delivery or use therein of intoxicating 
liquors, in violation of the laws there- 
of, is hereby prohibited. 

“Section 8. This article shall be 
inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the con- 
stitution by the conventions of the 
everal states, as provided in the con- 
stitution, within seven years from the 
date of the submission hereof to the 
states by the congress.”

Governor O. K. Allen, who was 
then chairman of the state highway 
commission, the witness said, was the 
first to sign in the book and that he 
had rylden part way with Allen when 
he went to get the signature of T. H. 
Harris, state superintendent of 
schools. 

“Governor Long told me he didn’t 
trust anybody and these birds had to 
get on the line and sign up to take 
orders for four years if they wanted 
to hold their jobs,” Bozeman said. 

The witness testified he knew Gov- 
ernor Long had obtained the undated 
resignations of O. K, Allen, Jess Nu- 
gent and I. W. Gajan, all of the high- 
way commission, when they were ap- 
pointed.

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 15.—()—Joe 
Zingara, the man who tried to kill 
Franklin D. Roosevelt tonight, shot 
his pistol in vain five times over my 
left shonider. The powder burns are 
on the left shoulder of my coat. 

The bullets of the would-be assassin 
struck innocent by-standers—Mayor 
Anton Cermak, of Chicago: Mrs. Joe 
H. Gill, wife of a Florida utility execu- 
tice; Bill Sinnott, a New York police- 
man; Miss Margaret Kruis, of New- 
ark, N. J., and Russell Caldwell, 22, 
of Miami. 

Tony Cermak has been my friend 
since be was chairman of the Cook 
county commission in Chicago in 1921.

The others I did not know. I did 
not know they were shot. 
But back in the ante-room of the 


Bay Front park band shell there was

There were frenzied calls, and because 


I held the telephone, a lot of people 
called me names. 

Out in front, somebody was taking 
eare of Tony Cermak, and calling an 
ambulance for him. Somebody noticed 
Mrs, Gill, brave democratic supporter 
that she is, drop from the bullet of 
the man that would shoot Roosevelt. 
They, too, called an ambulance. 

There was the utmost confusion. 

I tried to call my office, and ran 
into a lot of trouble because a prom- 
inent citizen’ became sick at his stom- 
ach and needed an ambulance call to 
cure it.

ASSASSIN'S BULLETS 
MISS PRESIDENT-ELECT 


Continued from First Page. 


Ga., chief of the Atlanta bureau of 
the United States secret service, was 
among the first to tackle the shooter 
after Galloway grabbed for his gun. 
Captain Ready, another secret service 
man, took command of the shooter and 
hurried him away. 

This is the first time a president of 
the United States has been fired upon 
since Theodore Roosevelt, who was 
shot and slightly wounded at Milwau- 
kee in 1912. 

James W. Galloway, of this city, 
and a policeman overpowered the man 
and shackled him to a ear, 

Mayor Cermak told President-elect 


Roosevelt from his bedside that “I 
am glad it was me instead of you,” 
who received the bullet of a gunman 
on the streets here tonight. 


Dr. G. Raap, the. physician in 
charge of Cermak said “the bullet en- 
tered the right side below the tip of 
the scapula and traveled downward 
toward the middle line and lies at 
the anterior margin of the eleventh 


Alorsal vertebra.” 


After consultation, physicians de- 
cided not to operate on Mayor Cermak. 

The shooting occurred in beautiful 
Bay Front park on Biscayne bay, 
where a reception was in progress for 
Mr. Roosevelt, who had just returned 
from a vacation cruise, 

As the shots ended, the president- 
elect waved his hand to the massed 
thousands to show that he was un- 
hurt. 

Mayor Cermak was placed in the 
automobile beside resident-elect 
Roosevelt and with the assistance of 
Mayor Gautier, of Miami, the presi- 
dent-elect held the head of Mayor 
Cermak in the cradle of his arm. 

David Whichard, a Western Union 
boy, gave the following account of 
the shooting: 

“I was right next to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s car. This man was in the mid- 
dle of the crowd over to the right of 
the president-elect’s car. After Mr. 
Roosevelt got through speaking he 
sa: down in his car, This man gtarted 
shooting just then. This fellow that 
was doing the shooting seemed to 
wait until Roosevelt finished. Mr. 
Sinnoth was hit in the head and 
fell to his knees. He was standing 
right beside President-elect Roose- 
velt’s car. Mrs. Gill was shot in the 
stomach. She was standing next to 
the park benches about 50 feet away 
from the fellow who was doing the 
shooting.” 

The messenger boy said he heard 
Mr. Roosevelt say: 

“T am all right.” 

Immediate orders were issued for 
doubling the secret service guard 
about the president-elect. 

Mr. Roosevelt plans to return to 
the hospital tomorrow morning and 
then depart for New York by train. 

The shooting turned a day of hap- 
piness for Roosevelt into one of 
tragedy. 

Only three hours before he had 
cruised into port here on the Astor 
yacht, tanned and jovial from his 
fishing cruise. 

While deeply moved by the inci- 
dent, he was urruffled. He showed 
no excitement as his car sped away 
from the scene. 

The incident occurred about 9:45 
p. m. .The Roosevelt train had been 
scheduled to leave at 10 p. m. 

The president-elect preferred to 
make no statement on the incident, 

Joe Murphy, assistant chief of the 
United States secret service, was here 
and took over the examination of Zin- 
gara, 

He made no comment but police be- 
lieved Zingara was acting individually. 
No other arrests had been made late 
tonight. 

A huge crowd waited until after 11 
o'clock for Mr. Roosevelt to return 
to the train. The station igs just 
across the street from the jail where 
the prisoner was undergoing a grill- 
ing. The crowd dispersed when it be- 


News Without Hysterics 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—(P)—A 
white-faced, nervous household on 
East 65th street heard the news of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s escape from a 
volley of shots at Miami without hys- 
terics. tonight. 

The president-elect’s butler, Reyn- 
olds, got the first call from a news- 
paper. 

He turned to Mr. Roosevelt’s daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Anna Curtis Dall, and said, 
“Your father’s been shot at five 
times.” 

By the time Mrs. Roosevelt arrived, 
reporter: were there with the tidings 
that the president-elect had not been 
hit. Mrs. Dall went.to the door and 
gave her mother the brief facts avail- 
able at that time. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, her face blanched 
and her hands trembling, walked into 
the room and sat on the edge of a 
chair. 

“Phew,” she said. 

Louis Howe, the president’elect’s 
confidential secretary, was telling re- 
porters: “Mr, Roosevelt’s mail has 
been especially free of any crank mail 
or threats of any kind.” 

“IT seriously doubt,’ Howe said, 
“whether the bullets were meant for 
Mr. Roosevelt. He is not the type of 
man who would be the target of such 
an assault.” 

James A. Farley, democratic nation- 
al chairman, also said he thought the 


president-elect might not have been 
the intended target. 

Mrs. Roosevelt put in a call for 
her husband and soon was talking 
with him by long distance. She said 


‘he was at the hospital with Mayor 


Anton Cermak, of Chicago, who was 
wounded. She said he seemed very 
calm and told her that, if Mayor Cer- 
mak was not in a critical condition, 
he would leave fot New York tomor- 


row. 

She told each of the Roosevelt 
servants personally about the inci- 
dent and sent a wire to her two sons, 
Franklin Jr. and John, who are at- 
tending Groton school, at Groton, 
Massachusetts. 

There was some debate about 
whether the president-elect’s mother, 
Mrs. James D. Roosevelt, should be 
aroused. Mrs. Roosevelt finally de- 
cided that it. would be best not to 
take the chance that some outsider 
might notify her first and went next 
door, where she broke the news “as 
gently as I could.” 

Deciding that there was neathing 
she could do here, Mrs. Roosevelt 
went on with her preparations to take 
a late train for Ithaca, N. Y., where 


she is to speak tomorrow. . 


“Well,” she said sadly, “if you’re 
in public life, these things happen.” 

The police guard which has been 
stationed in front of the Roosevelt 
home since Mr. Roosevelt was nomi- 
nated was increased from two to three 
patrolmen. 


|. Slain by Assassins 


NEW YORK, Feb. 135.—()— 
Three American presidents met death 
at the hands of asgassins. A lunatic 
attempted to kill President Theodore 
Roosevelt on September 1, 1903. 

Abraham, Lincoln _was shot by J. 
Wilkes Booth in a Washington thea- 
ter on April 14, 1865. 

President Garfield was shot by 
Charles J. Guiteau in a Washington 
railway station on July 2, 1881. 

President McKinley, on September 
6, 1901, was assassinated by Leon 
Czolgosz while attending the Pan- 
American exposition in Buffalo. 

Mayor William J. Gaynor, of New 
York, was badly wounded by an as- 
sassin’s bullet aboard a steamer in 
New York harbor August 9, 1910. 

The wounding of Mayor Cermak, of 
Chicago, recalls that on October 28, 
1893, Carter H. Harrison, then mayor 
of Chicago, was assassinated. 

There have been many attempts on 
the lives of European rulers, but 
comparatively few on American?’ po- 
litical leaders. William Goebel, gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, was killed on Jan- 
uary 30, 1900. Frank Steunenberg, 
former governor of Idaho, was slain 
in December, 1905. 

Among other assassinations of 
world-famous ledders are: Emperor 
Alexander II, of Russia, in 1881; 
King Humbert I, of Italy, in 1900;

George H. Brodnax, head of the 
Atlanta bureau of the United States 
secret service and one of the special 


government agents assigned to pro- 
tect the life of President-elect Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, was one of the first 


persons to grapple with the would-be 
assassin, Joe Zingara, after the Iat- 
ter had fired on the Roosevelt party 
in Miami Friday night. 

Brodnax, who for the last 15 years 
has been in the secret service—which 
operates soleiy for the purpose of 
running down counterfeiters and pro- 
tecting the lives of the president and 
his family—has accompanied former 
Presidents Wilson, Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover on southern trips. He 
was assigned to the party of Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt when the latter's 
party entered Georgia, in the juris- 
diction of the Atlanta office of the 
secret serviceg 

According to first dispatches from 
Miami, Brodnax was among. those 
wounded, but later information denied 
that he had been struck by the shots 
of Zingara. It was ascertained that 
he grappled with the assassin and, 
with the aid of other officers and on- 
lookers, placed the assailant under 
arrest. 

Prior to his service with the federal 
government Brodnax was a deputy 
sheriff under Sheriff James I. Lowry, 
of Fulton county. He has lived vir- 
tually his entire life in Atlanta.

News of the attempt on the life of 
members-of President-elect Roosevelt's 
party at Miami Wednesday night re- 
called vividly tu the memory of George 
Kitzinger, of the Piedmont hotel, for- 
mer newspaperman, an attempt on the 
life of Theodore Roosevelt when he 
was seeking re-election on the Bull 
Moose party ticket in 1912. 

Although a previous attempt had 
been made on the exponent of the “Big 
Stick” when he was president in 
1903, Mr. Kitzinger, who was direct- 
ing publicity for the Bull Moose party 
when Roosevelt ran against Taft and 
Woodrow Wilson, was present in Mil- 
waukee on October 14, 1912, when an 
insane man named Schrank fired on 
Roosevelt as he was leaving the Gil- 
patrick hotel for the Milwaukee audi- 
torium, where he was scheduled to de- 
liver an address. 

Wednesday night Mr. Kitzinger re- 
called that he had been close to the 
automobile in which Theodore Roose- 
velt was seating himself, when 
Schrank, ahout a dozen feet away, 
fired pointblank at the former presi- 
dent. The bullet struck Roosevelt in 
the right breast, embedding against a 
rib, and he carried the slug until his 
death, 

Mr. Kitzinger said Roosevelt's first 
words were to a friend seated along- 
side him in the open automobile.

MISSISSPPI TAX PLAN 
‘DISCUSSED BY CONNER 


The sales tax inaugurated in Mis- 
sissippi less than a year ago has pro- | 
vided a “painless remedy” for the. 
state’s financial ills, Governor Sen- | 
nett (Mike) Conner. of that state. | 
told the Georgia legislature assembled | 
in joint session Wednesday afternoon. | 

The Mississippi executive said that | 
those who had so bitterly opposed the | 
tax were now. among its warmest sup- | 
porters. | 

“The tax provides the widest possi- | 
ble base and remedies the ills inflicted | 
by the property taxation.’ Governor 
€Coner said. “It costs the citizens of | 
Mississippi an average of 9.7 cents a) 
month and is paid as they go. It does | 
not accumulate and become burden- 
some.” | 

The governor outlined a four-point | 
system of taxation which he said he. 
hopes to establish in Mississippi. 


The program includes first the sales | 
tax, second a tax on possessions, paid | 
by those whose property. is protected 
by the government; third a tax on 
net income, and fourth a tax on priv- 
ilege, to be paid by those obtaining 
franchises or other grants from the | 
state. 

“There is no doubt but that the 
sales tax has served the purpose for 
which it was enacted in Mississippi,” 
Governor Conner said. “It has been | 
successful also in Pennsylvania, where | 
it was enacted as a relief measure, | 
and I feel sure that it will be enacted 
in Illinois.” 

The tax has 
revenue 25 per cent 
the governor said. | 

Governor Conner is to address a 
joint session of the Illinois legislature | 
at Springfield next week. 

Governor Eugene ‘Talmadge _ap-

Governor Conner and introduced him 
to the legislature.

Search of old Georgian law books 
back to the original automubile tag 
legislation of 1910, when the horse 
less carriage first became of suf- 
ficient importance for registration, 
revenled Wednesday, in connection 
with the senate’s action iu tabling the 
$3 tag bill. that automobile tazs in 
Georgia originally cost $2 each for 
any make or size of ear. 

From the first motor vehicle bili 
in 1910, the cost of tags has slowly 
but surely gone up until today the 
minimum price is $11.25 and the top 
price close to $35, depending on 


weight. 

In 1913, the legislature increased 
the price from $2 to $5 ‘or each ve- 
hicle, and, in 1915, the first bill clas 
sifying cars and providing for a grad- 
uated scale was passed, This act pro- 
vided for a charge of $3 on cars not 
exceeding 25 horsepower. $4 on cars 
hetween 25 and 40 horsepower. and 
$5 on cars of more than 40 horse- 
power.

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SHARKEY FIGHT 
PLANS PUSHED 
DESPITE BOARD 


Farley in Favor of Pro- 
posed Bout; Muldoon 
Says No,

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—(#)— 
Threatened with legislative extinction, 
boxing busied itself today brawling 
over. a championship bout between 
Jack Sharkey and Primo. Carnera, 
banned yesterday by the New York 
state athletic commission following 
the death of Ernie Schaaf. 


While William Muldoon and Gen- 
eral John J. Phelan, the two members 
of the commission who suddenly re- 
vived the “super-dreadnaught” class 
as an excuse for limiting Carnera’s 
opposition, stood fast in their resolve, 
a break from within was indicated by 
the opposition of James A. Farley, 
chairman of the commission. 


Farley, head of the national demo-| 


cratic committee as well, could not 
spare time from political discussions 
today to issue a statement. He was 
represented, however, as in favor of a 
bout between Sharkey and Carnera, 
scheduled here for June until Schaaf 
died yesterday, apparently from in- 
uries received last Friday night when 
e was knocked out by Carnera. 


At the same time Jimmy Johnston, 


head of boxing at the garden, declared 
he would continue preparations for 
the match until definitely ordered oth- 
erwise by the commission. He said this 
one match should be permitted any- 
way, inasmuch as preparations had 
been made before Schaaf’s death. 

The bout probably will be staged in 
Boston, in conjunction with the Bos- 
ton garden, if the restriction is not 
lifted here. 

While Sharkey, brushing aside the 
commission's threat, hurried through 
New York en route to Boston from 
Miami, State Senator Harry G. 
Schackno, Bronx democrat, introduced 
a resolution at Albany to abolish the 
boxing commission and was promised 
enough votes by the republican opposi- 
tion to assure passage in the upper 
house, 

Assemblyman Saul Streit, New York 

democrat, introduced a resolution for 
the investigation of boxing and wres- 
tling, and Senator George Blumberg, 
of Brooklyn, asked for a law that 
would bar bouts above the light heavy- 
weight class where a weight difference 
of 40 pounds or more existed, and on 
lower classes where the difference was 
18 pounds or more. 
_ Governor Lehman’s request for an 
investigation of Schaaf'’s death had 
not been received at the comunission 
today. The commission has closed its 
own investigation, finding that. its 
rules were adhered to in every detail, 
and all concerned were absolved. A 
similar result followed the investiga- 
tion by the district attorney’s office. 
These reports probably will be for- 
warded to the governor. 

Stopping only a short time here in 
his hurry to reach Boston, where 
Schaaf’s funeral will be held Friday, 
Sharkey was uninterested in the ban 
on his title match with Carnera. 

“To hell with that,” he exclaimed 
angrily, “that doesn’t matter now.” 

He said that eventually he had 
planned to retire, and devote all his 
time to managing Schaaf into the 
heavyweight title. 


“Go Home, Primo,” 


Bingo Brown Says. 

YPSILANTI, Mich. Feb. 15.— 
(UP)—James M. “Bingo” Brown, 
president of the National Boxing As- 
sociation, today said that Primo Car- 
nera should “go back to his mother 
country, Italy, for awhile,” in the in- 
terts of good sportsmanship. 

Brown said that the Schaaf trag- 
edy was a case for the New York 
boxing commission to consider, rather 
than the National Boxing Associa- 
tion. He said the N. B. A. probably 
would take no action. 

Brown expressed regret at the in-

REAL FAVORITE 
INS. E. TOURNEY 


Coach Rupp Believes His 
Team One of Best 
in Years. 


Coach Adolph Rupp believes his 
Kentucky team may win the South- 
eastern conference basketball tourna- 
ment here next week, but says it's 
too much of a gamble to worry about. 


Kentucky has entered fine quintets 
in the tournaments for the past three 
years, but each time its favored teams 
have been beaten in upsets. Rupp 
thinks his 1933 edition is the best he's 
had and hopes it will be able to over- 
ride the jinx of past seasons. 


“We really do not take the tourna- 
ment seriously. We make a_ good 
achedule and try to win all of our 
reguiar season games. I think we 
have a good chance at the tournament 
but have not given much thought to 
it,” he says. 

The addition of Bill Davis, a 138- 
pound sophomore guard, has strength- 
ened Kentucky. “He is a wonderful 
defensive man,” Rupp commented. in 
17 games Davis held his rivals score- 
less in nine contests and allowed but 
28 points in the other eight.

PR WREEAIOE LY 
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Corbett’s Greatest Fights. 
Only a short while ago I met Jim Corbett at the Lambs Club in 


New York for lunch. 


Corbett being in many ways the most interesting and entertaining of 


all the champions from any field of 


sport, it was only natural that most 


of the discussion should turn to his greatest ring battles, moving back 
into the past for more than 40 years. ‘ 

We met around noon and four hours later I was still spellbound by 
his vivid accounts, which turned back the clock to Peter Jackson, John 
L. Sullivan, Bob Fitzsimmons and Jim Jeffries, the quartet he always 


ranked as his greatest opponents. 


It was at this meeting that Corbett 


offered his opinion of the ring values 
of Jack Dempsey and Gene Tunney. 
“Dempsey,” he said that day, 

“had the greatest sing spirit I 

have ever seen. You have heard 

of the rush and savage ferocity 
of Sullivan. I put Dempsey, in 
this respect, above John L. and 

all the rest. Jack was never a 

scientific boxer or a skillful ring- 

man. He thought only in terms 
of attack—dead game, hard to 
hurt, out to overwhelm. 

“I rank Gene Tunney as a_high- 
class boxer—cool, clever and effective 
—not a heavy puncher, but a harder 
hitter than most outsiders ever knew. 
A smart head and perfect physical 
condition were among the _ biggest 
factors in Tunney’s success. The two 
men are hard to compare, because 
their tactics are almost opposite.” 


Corbett and Tunney. 


This meeting recalled one of the 
most interesting episodes I have ever 
seen—an episode at which the only 
spectators were three motion picture 
cameramen, Frank Craven and my- 


self. 

It happened back in 1925, the 
year before Tunney and Dempsey 
met in their first fight. 

IT had made arrangements to have 
Corbett and Tunney—the best boxer 
of the old regime and the best boxer 
of the modern era—spar for two 
rounds on a midtown New York roof 
for a motion picture “short.” Jim was 
then close to sixty—Gene a trifle un- 
der thirty. 

They sparred through two 
minute rounds and I still recall 
the look of astonishment on Tun- 
ney’s face when it was over. 

“This man,” he said later, “is fast- 
er than Benny Leonard. I had never 
imagined such amazing variety and 
such speed at sixty, or at twenty-five. 
I can imagine what he must have 
been over thirty years ago when he 
stepped out against Sullivan.” 

In this sparring match one 
could look back more than a quar- 
ter of a century and see the Cor- 
bett that used to be. 

Tunney at that time was the best 
and smartest boxer in the heavyweight 
ranks. Yet there were occasions when 
Corbett’s foot action and speed of 
hand—his double and triple feinting 
with either hand—had Gene guessing. 

For example, Corbett would 
first feint with the left and then 
jab with the right. A moment 
later he would feint with the left 
—feint again with the left—and 
then jab with the left. 

There was an astonishing variety 
to his methods of attack and he was 
harder to hit than a ghost. 

In those four minutes of ac- 
tion more than 30° years had 
rolled away. 

“IT would never have believed it,” 
Frank Craven said later. “It was

The Peter Jackson Fight. 


“There was one thing that carried 
me through the 61 rounds of the Jack- 
son fight,” Corbett said that day. 

“That was a pair of legs that 
had known more training and de- 
velopment than any modern 
heavyweight would ever dream 
about. 

“For example, I- used to shadow 
box and jump the rope for an hour 
at a time with almost no rest. I got 
so I could take a ‘terrific punch—and 
still have a geod pair of legs to hold 
me up. I needed these in the Jackson 
fight, for he was about the best man 
I ever saw. 

“Jackson weighed 204 in that 
fight and I weighed 168. He was 
a fine boxer, a smart one, and a 
great two-handed puncher. [ll 
never forget his famous one-two, 
which he often varied from head 
to body. 

“He hit me one punch in the body 
that I was sure had caved in my 
ribs. It felt like the cut of a knife, 
plus the blow of a club. But I could 
box and, in addition, in those days I 
could hit. In fact, I started out as a 
slugger or puncher, until I saw how 
much sounder the science of boxing is. 

“More than once in that fight 
I had to slug with Jackson, and 
I feel pretty sure I held my 
own,” 

“How were you both at the fin- 
ish?” Corbett was asked. 

“Dead tired, after more than 
four hours—but I lad one advan- 
tage. My legs were still holding 
out—and his were about gone. 
When the fight was stopped I be- . 
lieve Jackson couldn’t have stood 
‘up another round. I don’t see yet 
how he stood up that long, be- 
cause I was younger—in perfect 
shape—and it took me _ several 
months to really recover from the 
drain on all my reserves. 

“Peter Jackson was a great fighter 
in every way. At his best, he had 
everything a champion needs—boxing 
skill, punching power, stamina, speed, 
courage and coolness. I almost had 
him out in the twenty-eighth round— 
at least I had him groggy—and yet he 
was still there thirty-three rounds 
later on.”

PRESIDENT MPVEY 
CALLS MEETING 
WHICH IS SECRET 


Purpose Is Unknown But 
Athletic Regulation 
Is Likely. 


By Ralph McGill. 


Thirteen presidents of universities, 
representing the newly formed South- 
eastern conference of 13 southern in- 
stitutions, are meeting today in Lex- 
ington, Va., it was learned yesterday 
by The Constitution from a source at 
Lexington. 

The meeting, 
President McVey, “of Kentucky, in- 
cludes only the presidents, facult 
chairmen of athletics not being includ- 
ed in the cali. Georgia Tech, the two 
Mississippi institutions, Tulane, L. 8. 
U., Florida. Vanderbilt, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Auburn, Sewanee and Ken- 
tucky are to be represented. 

It was impossible to obtain state- 
ments from any of the educators as to 
the purpose of the meeting. 

The new Southeastern conference 
has as one of its major tenets, the 
making of the college presidents re- 
sponsible for the conduct of athletics 
at their respective institutions. This 
has not been true in the past, the 
Southern conference holding its asso- 
ciations or faculty chairmen respon- 
sible. 

This had the effect of suddenly ard 
most sharply, calling attention of the 
various presidents to athletics at their 
respective institutions. They are re- 
sponsible, and in most cases are la- 
mentably ignorant of their athletic 
management. 
SUPPOSITIONS. 

There are a number of suppositions 
which naturally arise. 

One is that a move will be made 
to bring back together the old South- 
ern conference from which the South- 
eastern conference divorced itself in 
December. There is some dissatisfac- 
tion in the Southeastern and South- 
ern conferences over the division. 

The second supposition is, and the 
more probable one, that the 13 
presidents realize that they are in 
a position of responsibility and wish 
to arrange some definite and uniform 
regulations for the control and regu- 
lation of athletics at their respective 
institutions. 

There are a number of other proba- 
bilities but the two noted above are 
the most likely. ; 

It is likely to be an historic meet- 
ing and one of vital importance to 
southern athletics. ‘There is, at pres- 
ent, no uniform regulation aside from 
certain scholastic requirements. 

ON SPOT. 


The presidents are literally “on the 
spot” and their action is likely to be 
most important. The entire system 
of athletic control may be changed. 

The meeti:.< was scheduled to be 
held entirely without notice and the 
presidents are not expected to give out 
any announcement until their mission 
is completed. It is possible that the 
location of the meeting in Lexington 
will not be disclosed. 

This is the first time college presi- 
dents have officially considered atb- 
leties, although Dr. S. V. Sanford did 
invite them to attend the annual meet- 
ing at L. 8. U. in 1929 and a number 
accepted.

SPEED TRIALS 
AWAIT CHANGES 
IN BLUEBIRD 


Campbell Drives 1901 
Model Car; Beach 
Still Rough. 


By Ted Gill. 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb. 15. 
(P)—Pages of automobile racing his- 
tory were turned back more than three 
decades today when Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, holder of the world land 
speed record, made a “blistering” race 
over the ocean beach here today in an 
old one-cylinder “horseless” buggy of 
the 1901 vintage. 


In contrast to the top speed of 267 
miles an hour he attained in his giant 
Bluebird racing car when he estab- 
lished the present automobile record 
here a year ago, the 48-year-old driver 
drove the ancient mode] over the 
beach today at the “astounding” clip 
of 18 miles an hour. 


The stunt was arranged as a huv- 
morous side light of the 1933 interna- 
tional speed trials, at which Campbell 
hopes to be able to crack his own 
world mark of 253 miles an hour as 
soon as beach and tide conditions are 
favorable. 

Mounting the seat on the freakish 
relic of bygone days, Campbell, who 
has fraveled on land faster than any 
other man in the world, chugged along 
in the sputtering machine while a 
crowd stood back and roared with 
laughter. 


Suddenly a motorcycle cop, with a 
sense of humor, put a sudden end to 
the “speed” attempt. 


NO SPEEDING HERE. 
“Where do you think you're goin 
at such breakneck speed?” the officer 
shouted behind a broad grin, as he 

brought the driver to a stop, 


You can't go speeding down this 
beach at 18 miles an hour. It’s against 
the law. You're under arrest. Here's 
a traffic ticket.” 


Campbell accepted the ticket with a 
chuckle, made a profuse apology for 
going so fast, and then challenged the 
cop to try and catch him when he 
climbs into his giant Blue Bird racing 
car and streaks off down the beach on 


his trial for a new land speed record. 


Preparations for the official trials 
for a new land speed mark were tem- 
porarily halted today when mechanics 
were unable to complete several major 
adjustments to the racing car before 
low tide. Campbell said the machine 
would be ready for test runs just as 
soon as beach and tide conditions are 
suitable. 


Low tide tomorrow occurs at 6 
p. m., eastern standard time, when 
the visibility wil] be poor, but it 
might be possible for him to race on 
the course an hour or two before 
that hour, if the beach is smooth 
enough for fast speed. 


To Run Thursday. 


Racing officials were of the opinion 
tonight that the beach tomorrow aaah © 
be in condition for Campbell to make 
several desired test runs, and possibly 
an official shot at the record. They 
made preparations to time the racing 
machine then, despite the fact that the 
driver said he was not overly im- 
pressed with the condition of the 
course today. 

Campbell made a test run over the 
beach yesterday at a speed he esti- 
mated at between 230 and 240 miles 
an hour and then iustructed his me- 
chanics to change the gear ratio, ad- 
just the bearings and make several 
other adjustments. Inability of the 
mechanics to complete the task, pre- 
vented further trials today. 


Before starting his run yesterday 
Campbell said he would not drive fast- 
er than 150 miles an hour, explain- 
ing that the condition of the beach 
would not permit a higher speed. In- 
stead he shot across the course at a 
clip in excess of 200 miles an hour. 
On one of his runs last year, he also 
said he would not drive faster than 
150, and then proceeded to push it 
up to 267. 

Because of that reason, racing au- 
thorities said tonight they would be 
prepared to time the car tomorrow in 
the event Campbell suddenly decides 
to shoot for a record then without 
notifying them officially of his inten- 
tions. 

Campbell would not say definitely 
tonight what his plans will be the 
next time he takes his car onto the 
course.

POWER RATE PROBE 
DEFENDED BY SOLONS 


Cartledge, Lanier, Given 
Vote of Confidence by 
House. 


Representative J. L. Cartledge and 
Representative Wilmer Lanier, of 
Richmond county, moved Wednesday 
to defend the proposal which calls for 
an investigation of the valuation of 
the Georgia Power Company. The 
Constitution, the Macon Telegraph 
and other newspapers over the state 
have criticized the resolution which 
is now before the house of representa- 


tives. 

Cartledge issued a stgtement in 
which he pointed out the reasons for 
the resolution and outlined what its 


authors hoped to accomplish. ! 

Lanier rose in the house on a point 
of personal privilege and scored The 
Constitution and the Telegraph for 
editorials on the matter. The house 
then gave the authors of the resolu- 
tion a vote of confidence. 

The Cartledge statement follows: 

“An unjustifiable instance of legislation

This sweeping criti- 
cism of the authors of the utility appraisal 
bill now before the general assembly is 
highly unwarranted and casts aspersion upon 
the motives of the authors of the bill in 

estion. 

ii rhe entire Richmond county delegation 
in the house, Messrs. Cartledge, Harris and 
Lanier with Franklin, of Lowndes county, 
are co-authors of this resolution to inves- 
tigate the public utilities of the state to 
determine a fair value of their property 
and recommend fair and reasonable rates 
upon an honest and sound capital cost. 
Assembly Votes Confidence. 

Mr. Lanier has already under personal 
privilege before the general assembly to- 
day, February 15, denounced this unjus- 
tified criticism in no uncertain terms and 
brauded the accusations as false. The gen- 
eral assembly by a rising vote unanimuus- 
ly expressed a vote of confidence in the 
Richmond delegation and in their puurpose 
to make an appraisal of the public utility 
properties in Georgia. This is a comp-ete 
vindication of the authors of the bill and 
tieir efforts to secure this ‘nvestigation. 

The Constitution and Macon Telegrapb 
are ably conducted and edited newspapers, 
and are of course very valuable» to the siate 
of Georgia and her people, but newspapers, 
like individuals, can be mistaken in policy 
and their opinions on public questions and 
economic issues and they are not always 
correct or right in their views any wore 
than individuals are always right. The 
criticisms above set out are a otriking in- 
stauce of this sort. The question here in- 
volved is, does a necessity exist for this 
utility investigation? The tacta in this 
connection show beyond a doubt that such 
a public necessity does exist. 

First, the people of Georgia are paying 
excessively high rates for telephone service, 
electric light and power service, and they 
are paying these charges on valuations and 
under conditions that existed four or five 
years ago when commodity prices were

Sixth, this is a subject for legislative 
inquiry of the first importance, Again, 
the necessity for revising the rates is 
apparent when it is considered that when 
the present rates were made for telephone 
service and for electric light and power 
service some four years ago cotton was 
selling for 18 to 20 cents per pound, Today 
it is selling for less than 6 cents a pound, 
a decline of over 300 per cent, but electric 
power and telephone rates have not been 
reduced. Tobacco raised in Georgia was 
bringing 18 to 25 cents per pound, now it 
is selling for 7 cents and less, a decline 
of over 300 per cent, but there has been 
ne reduction in the public utility charges 
for either telephone, telegraph or electric 
energy services.
